A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the altemative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Belofif . The reference discloses a tray capable of use to 
collect residue and having support members extending upwardly therefrom. The phrase "adapted 
for coupling to a prep-board" in the preamble of claim 1 does not require a prep board or recite a 
prep board in combination with the claimed residue collector. Instead the phrase requires the 
capability of coupling to a prep board, and the tray of Beloff is considered to be inherently 
capable of coupling to some prep-board of the appropriate shape (for example, a shape 
facilitating attachment to the support members). 

Should Beloff be later deemed not to show certain features of the dependent claims, such 
as the dimensions of claim 5, it would have been obvious to provide the device of Beloff with the 
missing elements for design or aesthetic reasons or to make the tray more suitable to hold 
specific types of content. 

3. Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the altemative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Benjamin or Fry (both cited by appUcant), or Chen, 
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Tingle, Powell et al, Williams, Lippisch et al or Rapaz. The references are applied to claims 1-11 
in the manner or for the reasons noted above with regard to the rejections over Beloff. However, 
claims 12-14 specifically recite a prep board in combination with the claimed residue collector. 
All of the references applied in this ground of rejection disclose a tray-like structure on which the 
claimed residue collector reads and some type of board, rack, tray or other device to be supported 
on structure extending from the tray-like structure. The claimed prep-board reads on this board, 
rack, second tray or other device supported within the outer tray. 

Should the applied references be later deemed to be missing features such as the specific 
dimensions of dependent claim 19 or the plurality of prep boards of claim 34, it would have been 
obvious to provide the prior art devices disclosed in the references with the missing elements in 
order to make them more suitable for holding additional or specific content.
